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THE FERRY CASE. 


Humberstone vs Dinner and others. 
Action for damages by W. Humberstone, 
licensee of the ferries in front of the town 
against James Dinner and others, | 
known as the Edmonton ferry company, for 
the unlawful running of a ferry within the 
limits covered by his license. The facts 
in the case are: When Edmonton was in- 
corporated by the Northwest assembly it 
was provided that the town should have 

wer to license ferries crossing the river 

rom points within its limits. Under this 
provision W. Humberstone secured the 
license for a year, paying $600 license fee to 
the town treasury and levying rates of 
toll fixed by the council. The person who 
has the most crossing on the ferries is Jas. 
Dinner, who does the principal cartage 
business of the town, particularly in bring- 
ing goods from the railway station on the 
south side. The hotels which send busses 
to the train and the livery men are also 
good customers of the ferries. During the 
past season a number of persons, which 
number is supposed to include Mr. Dinner 
and the leading hotel and livery men, pur- 
chased a cable and had a ferry constructed 
and operated quite close to the lower ferry 
operated by Mr. Humberstone. As the 
cartage teams, the hotel and many of the 
livery conveyances crossed by this ferry, a 
large hole was made in the receipts of the 
licensee, and in this action he asked for an 
account of the operations of the opposition 
ferry, which would show the amount of 
damage which he had suffered from it in 
loss of fees. He also applied for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the company from operat- 
ing in fature. In court Mr. Humberstone 
was represented by Messrs S. S. Taylor 
and KE. C. Emery, and the members of the 
ferry company by Messrs. Bown and Me- 
Namara. The plaintiff contended that as 
licensee of the town he had the exclusive 
right to ferry across the riverin frontof the 
municipal limits. The defendants contend 
ed, Ist, That section 8 of the ordinance in- 
corporating the town was ultra viries, of the 
legislative assembly. 2nd That the assem- 
bly had no right to delegate the power of 
licensing ferries to the town. 3rd That 
there was no by-law of the town granting 
Mr. Humberstone the license, and 4th That 
if plaintiff had the exclusive right to ferry 
the defendants were not guilty of infringe- 
ment upon his right in ferrying themselves 
or their property, and that they made no 
charge for ferrying. The plaintiffs’ counsel 
contradicted the first two pleas, and in re- 
gard tothe third held that a by-law was 
not necessary and if it was that the agree- 
ment under seal between the town and 
Humberstone was as valid as a by-law and 
was ineffect a by-law. In regard to the 


fourth peint of defendants, the plaintiff] a

held that the defendants had no right to 
ferry at all within the limits covered by 
plaintiffs license; that if they had the 
right to ferry their own goods on their own 
ferry they were not in this case ferr ring 
the goods ef the company.2ut the goods of 
the private members of the company and 
so were infringing on plaintiff's exclusive 
right. Also that to ferry without charge was 
a greater damage to and a greater infringe- 
ment upon the rights of the plaintiff than to 
ferry for hire. The case was concluded 
and judgement reserved.
